London, March 10. — The annual din- 
ner of the Ooruishmen residing in Lon- 
don, took place at Holborn restaurant 
last evening, Thus. B. Bolitho, member 
for St. Ives, presided, and the attendance 
was ua usually large. Toasts wore drunk 
to tho Princu and Princess of Wales, 
and tho Duko and Utitohuaa of Cornwall. 
Tho entire company, with tho exception 
of one nmn, drank tho toast standing, 
and concluded by singing "God Bless tlio 
Princo of Wales." Tho exception was 
Mr. Conybuar, member for Camborne, 
When it was observed that he did not 
rise to his feet witli tho others, a wave of 
indignation swept over tho company, and 
tho oflending member was greeted with 
cries of "stand up, you skunk," "turn 
him out." Tho uproar finally became so 
general and intunse that Mr. Conyboar 
seemed to be in danger of personal vio- 
lence and realizing his position, ho 
stood up. 

AnarclilstH A m uled. 

London, March 10. — Five anarchists 
liavo boon arrested at Aix La Ohep- 
pello as the result, of a carefully conceived 
and executed plan devised and carried 
out by Police Commissioner Mohlig, who 
is an especial favorite of Chief Krugor, of 
Berlin. Mohlig spent several week.s in 
London and Brussels watching tho move- 
ments of tho men, and tracked thorn 
finally to tho place where they wero ar- 
rested. They will shortly bo tried be- 
fore the high court at Lipzig. It is sa'd 
that Mohlig was successful in obtaining 
evidence sufficient to convict every one of 
tho prisoners of participation in several 
anarchist plots against high government 
officials. 

Crazy Diamond merchant. 

London, March JO. — Five days ago a 
passunger on one of tho steamers plying 
on Lake Como, attracted the attention of 
his follow passengers, by giving to tho por- 
ters, and others connected with tho ves- 
sel, small packages of brilliants, which 
they threw away on their arrival at Calico, 
believing that the stones wero worthless. 
The man's strange actions wero reported 
to the police, who arrested him. From 
examination of the papers on his person, 
it was ascertained that he was Leopold 
Lardanor, a noted diamond merchant of 
Berlin. In his pockets were found 80,- 
000 francs worth of diamonds, and it is es- 
timated that the value of the stones he 
gave away is one quarter of that sum. Ho 
was examined by medical experts, who 
declared him to be insane.

Mor« Anarchists Arretted. 

London, March 11. — Eight additional 
arrests of anarchists have boon made in 
Berlin. Tho arrests are regarded us of 
the utmost importance, and as a long 
stride to tho completo eradication of an- 
archists from beneath the shadows of tho 
imperial palace. Tho apartments of the 
prisoners wero searched, and a largo 
quantity of forbidden literature wasfound, 
together with letters and documents com- 
promising several other anarchist loaders, 
whoso arrest is merely a question of 
hours. Tho old district prison at Cassel 
was burnod to day by ono of the prison- 
ers. The man had undergone some pun- 
ishment for an infraction of the rules, 
and was still smarting under bis treat- 
ment. He was sot to work filling lamps, 
and deliberately Bet firo to tho kerosene 
he was using. The flames spread rapidly, 
but the prison authorities wero ablo to re 
movo all tho convicts to tho artillery bar 
racks in timo to savo their lives.

Cheyanne, Wyo., March 10.— A half 
breed hunter and trapper who arrived 
hero from tho extreme northwestern 
quarter of tho territory, to-day, brings 
tidings of an atrocious massacre of forty- 
five French tourists in Yellowstone Na- 
tional Park. The bearer of the news 
heard the story in Canyon City, a new 
mining town near the park, whore Hank 
Kerry, the guide, and tho solo survivor, 
reported the slaughter. Forry says his 
charges included M. Lailuairo and wife, 
Vincent and wife, Paul Gerot, father 
of Mine. Vincent. Ho entered the ser- 
vice of tho sightseers at Virginia City, 
Mont., contracting to show them through 
tho park in violation of tho United States 
statutes. Tho strangers wore very 
wealthy, and said they had journeyed 
overland from San Francisco for tho ox- 
press purpose of going through 
tho park. During the absence of 
the horde of summer excursionists, 
the party enjoyed themselves hugely 
in the park, alliliating with the poachers, 
who wero slaughtering game for hides. 
Their cam)) was always the headquarters 
for professional hunters, whom thoy sup 
plied with business. Tho guide's 

STORY OF THE MURDER, 
which ho says was committed by Indians, 
is a most graphic recital. Just before dawn 
jii tho day of the murder, blood-curdling 
yells and a fusilade of shots were 
hoard and roused Ferry. Ho realized 
the situation, and crawling through the 
brush took refuge in tho mouth of a 
sleeping geyser. Hero ho heard the 
piteous groans and begging of the 
foreigners, mingled with yelling of the 
redskins.

The women wero neatly scalped and their 
long tresses, matted with blond, dangled 
from tho belt ot tho chief of the Indians. 
The heads of the men wero hacked 
and their bodies frightfully disfigured. 
The Indians found a store of 
liquors carried by the Frenchmen, but the 
quantity was not sufficient to intoxicate 
them all, or else thoy would doubtless hav 
fought among themselves. The clothes of 
the victims wore donned by the fiends 
who as they ran from one wagon to an 
other, would halt for an instant to give 
ono of tho bodies

with a knife. Finally the marauders 
wearried of their bloody feast, and pack- 
ing the effects of tho dead people on their 
ponies, they set lire to tho wagons and 
left. Forry, who was nearly dead with 
fright, emerged from his hiding-place, 
when the Indians hud departed, and at 
once started for Canyon City, the nearest 
settlement. Ho avoided the hunters in the 
park and must have suffered from 
hunger and exposure, as he was weak and 
emaciated, and seemed slightly demented 
when relating the terrible story. The 
guide was placed in caro of a physician, 
hut ho disappeared tho second night after 
his arrival and lias not been seen since. 
It is presumed that ho is crazy, as he 
started to

A BIG STRIKE. 



The Weavers of Fall River, Mass., 
Demand An Advance of Wages. 



All tho MIIIb Shut Down and Six Thousand 
Men Idle-Tlie Strike Ono of 
the Most (Jonoral 
Known. 



Fall River, Mass., March 11.— A 
weaver's strike for an advance of wages 
iccurred this morning and is ono of tho 
most general in the history of labor trou- 
bles hero. Tho weaving departments of 
fifty mills aro practically shut down, and 
about 0000 weavers are idle. Those who 
refused to strike do not numbor more than 
half enough to keep one mill going. The 
extent of the strike is quite a surprise to 
the manufacturers, who oxpocted only a 
few mills on tho outskirts to bo involved. 
Operatives aro much praised in the unan- 
imous sentiment of resistance displayed in 
their ranks and predict mi i arly victory. 
Thoy claim tiiey can afford to maintain 
the strike several weeks. It is tho pro- 
vailing impression manufacturers can givo 
m advance at present prices for cloth, 
and can ill afford to curtail production for 
even a short period. The board of trado 
says, however, no advance will be given 
and a bitter struggle is anticipated. 

Later. — Throe thousand weavers mot 
in mass meeting i:i the park this inum- 
)g. Reports to the executive committee 
f the union showed that the weavers in 
every print cloth mill in tho city had quit 
work, and the strike was general. Tho 
weavers at a few mills on wide goods had 
goiio to work this morning, but wero ox- 
peoted to come out. Addresses wore 
made by members of tho executive com- 
mittee, congratulating the weavers on tho 
success of tlio si riko, as shewn by tho 
largo number of weavers out, and urging 
all to stand together. It was announced 
at the meeting that tho agent of tho IV 
eassett Mill had offered to compromise, 
mid wanted to moot a committee of weav- 
ers to listen to the proposition which ho 
had to make. 
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A COO I) MEASURE. 



We trust that the Newspaper Libel 
Act which Mr. Higgiiia lias introduced 
will bo well received by the Legislative 
Assembly. A good provincial law on 
that Biibjoet is much needed. The law of 
libel is being amended everywhere. The 
old laws have become unsuited to modern 
circumstances and modern ideas. The 
newspaper is a social necessity, and both 
governments and individuals have ceased 
to regard the newspaper press with sus- 
picion and dislike. There is a disposition 
on all hands to treat the men who supply 
iho people with the news they want and 
will have fairly if not liberally. But tho 
law which assumes malice on the part of 
the publisher is most unfair mid alto- 
gether unreasonable. What malice can a 
newspaper publisher have against, a person 
of whose existence it may bo ho is nol 
aware? Where is the malice in giving 
the public an account of a meeting or the 
report of a trial in a court of law I These 
things are done as mat ters of bushiest 
without feeling of any kind, and to assume 
that the publisher was actuated by malice 
in publishing what Boine individual 
may regard as injurious to his 
business or his character is L> 
take for granted what every one 
knows is not true. The personal ele- 
ment has been al st. altogether aliinm- 

atetl from the newspaper business, and it 
is only fair to presume thai any particular 
statement which may be libellous or re- 
garded by those who consider themselves 
injured by it as libellous, was published 
without malice and without any other in- 
tention than to give the public useful in- 
formation, or to gratify the laudable or 
the harmless curiosity of tho community. 
Seeing that this is universally the ease, 
the late amendments of the law of libel 
have done away with the presumption of 
malice. Mr. Higgins's bill permits tho 
publisher in an action for libel to plead 
that he was not actuated by malico, and 
that he was not grossly negligent. This 
is only fair to the publisher. Wo do not 
hold that he should publish indiscrimin- 
ately everything that is sent to him. We 
believe that it is his duty to be extremely 
careful that what appears in his paper 
should not be intended to do good, law - 
abiding citizens any injury, and if he, 
through inadvertence should publish what 
was calculated to harm any honest man's 
reputation or 
soon as hu wai 

frank apology or retraction 
id or injured person 
explanation as I lie 
'enquired. This satis- 
faction Mr. Higgins's bill compels the pub- 
lisher to make, and it is one that the 
groat majority of those who consider that 
an injustice has been done them by a 
newspaper paragraph consider quite suf- 
ficient. Mr. Higgins's bill does not e.x 
tend to publishers immunity in cases in 
which the libel has been malicious, or ill 
which due care has not been exercised. 
All that it does is to prevent his beilifj 
liable to bo punished for statements made 
without malice and after due care has 
bean used to ascertain whether they are 
true or false. The proprietor who pub- 
lishes what is false or injurious with in- 
tent to lower a man in the estimation of 
tho public, or who refuse's to withdraw 
what he has published and to right the 
wrong he has inadvertently done, is not 
in any way protected by the bill under 
consideration. 

We cannot see why any reasonable man 
should be unwilling to extend to news- 
paper proprietors this small measure of 
justice. They, as a class, do their work 
under difficulties of no ordinary 
kind. The public see what. they 
publish but very few have any idea 
of what, out of regard to private charac- 
ter to private interests and to the interests 
of public morality they reject. It is man 
ifestly unfair that they should be pre- 
mimed to be always actuated by malice, 
and that an opportunity should not bo id- 
lowed them of taking hack any libellous 
statements they may have unintentionally 
or mistakenly made. 

The justice of protecting tho publisher 
who makes a fair and truthful report of 
the proceedings of a public meeting must 
strike every sensible man who gives the 
subjoot ft moment's thought, The publi- 
cation of the reports of such meetings is a 
very important part of the newspaper 
publisher's business and any neglect on 
his part to give them as full as his Bpaoo 



idmits and their importance demands! is 
looked upon as an unpardonable lack of 
nterpriso by the public and is speedily 
punished, if continued, by loss of reputa- 
tion and patronage. It is too bad that 
these reports which the proprietor must 
publish aro inserted at his own risk and 
that ho is loft by tho law at tho 
mercy of ovory iraseable or ma- 
licious person who has boon injured by 
what was said of him by one or more of 
the speakers. Tho same remarks apply 
to reports of trials in tho courts of law. 
When they aro important tho public will 
have them, and tho publisher if he wishes 
to keep his paper in existence must pub- 
lish them, and although the publication of 
tho proceedings in somo trials may bo 
objectionable on moral grounds, the in- 
sertion in tho newspapers of full reports 
of others is a public benefit. It is evi- 
dent that under the conditions sot forth 
in Mr. Higgins's bill such reports should 
be privileged. 

Wo trust that tho members of the Leg- 
islative Assembly will see that the news- 
paper libel bill extends nothing to news- 
paper publishers hut what in justice and for 
the public good should ho extended to 
them. More might very fairly be asked 
on the part; of tho publishers but loss 
could hardly bo given. 

TEE SPRING. 

The weather in this part of British Col- 
umbia has boon for tho last two weeks 
simply delightful. People living in the 
Blast must find it difficult to realize that 
t hu weather in tho beginning of March in 
any part of Canada can bo so doliciously 
warm and so uninterruptedly bright as 
that with which tho inhabitants of Vic- 
toria are now favored. The air is 
balmy and tho sun has as much power 
as it has hardly acquired in tho middle of 
. I une in the eastern provinces. Spring is 
here already. Vegetation is active. The 
early flowers, crocuses, snowdrops, daffo- 
dils, primroses and tulips aro in bloom. 
The earlier kinds have, indeed, lost their 
first freshness. The gardeners have been 
at work, and plants and woods aro showing 
themselves above ground. We hoar of a 
,'entleman who has broad-beans already 
ill blossom. They were planted in the 
fall. The grass, though it never lost its 
greenness, has taken a fresh start and as- 
sumed a brighter tint. While the ground 
m other parts of the Dominion is covered 
.villi snow and is tnado by the frost almost 
as hard as iron, ill and around Victoria 
all signs of winter have disap- 
peared and the country everywhere 
has put on tho beautiful garment of 
spring. Indeed, to speak correctly, there 
has been no winter hero at nil. There 
has not boon a day since last. October that 
all eastern man could call oven unpleas- 
ant. There has been no frost to speak of, 
and tho rain that came fell in gentle 
showers. The past winter, it is true, has 
been exceptionally line, but at tho worst 
it, is never severe here, and it is always 
short. People in the east who dread tho 
long and bitterly cold winter should come 
to British Columbia. A country where 

loses are bl iling in tho open air at 

Christinas, and where the gardens are 
gay wiLb urocusos on the liist of March 
must, be a paradise to those who are 
suffering from the intense cold and the 
bitter biting winds of a succession of long 
eastern Canadian winters. Winter sports 
may be well enough for the young and 
vigorous who possess more vitality than 
they know what to do with, but to those 
who are advanced in years, whose blood 
lias become thin, who are tortured by 
rheumatism or neuralgia, and to whom 
warmth means life, the long cool summer, 
the delightfully sunny autumn, tho mild 
winter and the early spring of Victoria 
would give a new lease of life, and would 
add a hundred per cent, to their en- 
joyment. Those in Camilla who dread 
the eastern winter, and to whom exercise 
in the open air is an essential condition of 
nealth should eonie to Brit ish Columbia. 



quaintcd with tho country ,rill say 
that wo aro too sanguino in believing that 
tho revenue which that section of the 
coast would yield, would, when the ten 
years bad expired, amount to, at the very 
least, §12,000. Wo aro quite satisfied 
that directly and indirectly it would con- 
tribute to the Federal Treasury much 
more than this, for ten years in tho life of 
a now province whoso resources aro wait- 
ing to bo developed is a long time.

It cannot give that part of 
Canada railways, it should not therefore 
hesitate to aid in its development in tho 
only way possible, and that is by granting 
a fair subsidy to steamship owners who

distant coast settlements on Vancouver, 
the Mainland and Queoil Charlotte Is- 
lands.

A GOOD INVESTMENT. 

We are surprised that tho Dominion 
(rovernment requires to ho reminded of 
the nocessity of giving adequate postal 
communication to tho coast settlements 
of this province. From a merely busi- 
ness point of view, it is to the intorost of 
tho Federal Government to extend all 
possible accommodation to those settle- 
ments. The resources of the coast are 
great. It is rich in minerals, in timber, 
in fish, and along and near it aro largo 
tracts of fine agricultural land. It is as 
yet impossible to open up this rich coun- 
try by railways.

What is 
now unproductive wilderness would then 
soon be inhabited by thriving communi- 
ties of wealth producers and taxpayers. 
Fisheries would bo established, mines 

would bo worked, timber would bo on , 
and the land would bo cultivated. A gov 
eminent can afford to wait for results, and 
if it gave to tho existing settlements of 
tho north tho mail communication they 
now require it would soon Bud that the 
revenue returns from those and other set- 
tlements that would spring up on the 
toute would in tho courso of a very fow 
years increase to such an extent as to 
mako the investment, from a business 
point of view, an excellent ono. 

Assume that the Dominion Govern- 
ment would grant 812,000 a year to keep 
up regular mail communication with the 
northern coast and <>iieon Charlotte Is- 
lands for ten years.

But now a bill providing for their admis- 
sion has passed a second reading, all 
amendments voted down, and Tuesday 
named as tho time for tho final touch, 
and I am asked to help. 

Now 1 hope it is not nocossary for me 
to do more than point out that there is 
no country on earth which does not allow 
homcepathic physicians to practice within 
its territory- oven tho Hawaiian (Sand- 
wich) Islands, where 1 have lived. Now 
tho question is not upon what conditions, 
but can British Columbia longer atford to 
deny what is conceded by mankind 7 
Surely somo conditions can bo agrood to, 
and on this point I would say that an 
independent footing is indispensable. It 
should bo borne in mind also that tho ex- 
clusion of hoinoepathio physicians moans 
the exclusion of many would-bo sottlors, 
who will not come so long as they know 
that in the evont of sickness thoy must 
submit to bo blistered and cupped and 
physiced and burnt and othor barbar- 
isms. 

1 would also point out that the present 
aot is a mockery, as there is no one in the 
council competent to examine homcepaths. 
Shall tho country longer he disgraced '?

THE MEDICAL ACT. 

To the Editor : — During the discus- 
sion < if the Medical Act by tho members 
and others, there seems to be a false im- 
pression prevailing, that the medical coun- 
cil of B. 0. is too exacting in its examina- 
tions. 1 am in a position to know as reg- 
istrar and secretary of tho council since 
its inception, that tho council has en- 
deavored in every way to simplify matters 
as much as possible, and tho examina- 
tions have been of tho most practical kind 
in order to deal justly with old and 
young practitioners alike. Anyone look- 
ing over the rules and regulations of the 
council will see that tho examinations are 
of tho most practical character. 
Those who have a knowledge of medical 
education will boar mo out in this respect. 
To say that the council have boon too ox- 
acting is far from the truth, and tho 
following tiguros will bear mo out in this 
particular: In May 1880, when tho 
Medical Act came into force, there were 
38 medical men practising in the province. 
Since then, a little over trw<> years and a 
half, twenty-two (22) have asked to be 
admitted to register, and only two out of 
this large number have been refused, 
or in other words, over fifty per- 
cent has been added to the number 
of examiners since May, 188(5. Suro- 
ly these tiguros will satisfy tho most 
obtuse on this score. Furthermore, I may 
state that the medical council of B. C. do 
not question a candidate's degree or cer- 
tificate, whether it be from a college in 
New Mexico or from far oil' Egypt, as long 
as he has a knowledge of what he pre- 
fers to practice. Certificates have been 
presented by candidates from Switzerland 
and Naderland, ami were allowed to bo 
registered after showing sufficient skill in 
medicine. [ question whether any other 
medical board in Camilla would have done 
the same. Certainly not tho Ontario 
Medical Council. 

The candidates to which I have referred 
had hardly mastered the English lan- 
guage, however sufficient had beon ac- 
quired to allow the examiners to judge of 
their fitness to practice. In the face of 
these facts can it be said that the British 
Columbia Medical Council are too exact- 
ing ? They may bo considered exacting 
by those who wish to evade all law and 
regulat ions on this subject, but certainly 
not by those who have any knowledge of 
these matters. W ith these facts before 
us, the assumption that tho members of 
the Medical Council have raised a wall 
excluding others, is not founded on prin- 
cipal nor is it carried out in practice.

Another result of the proposed amend- 
ments will be that any quack from tho 
States or elsewhere may be posing as a 
homoeopath and without giving any evi- 
dence of his attainments or ability, se- 
cure a license to practice in tho province, 
and may then carry on the most unblush- 
ing quackery without let ur hindrance.

A TAPE-WORM TRAP. 

The Peculiar Instrument Invented 
Ing.mluus Kentucky Doctor. 

A prominent physician was conversing 
With a Now York Times reporter a few 
nights ago concerning the curious Instru- 
ments invented to aid surgical and medical 
science. Scores were considered as re- 
markable and the list was pretty nearly 
exhaustod whon the physician remarked : 
"I'll tell you of one now that I'll wa^or 
you never heard of. It was invented by a 
Kentucky physician, was patented, and the 
model is now in tho Patent Office at Wash- 
ington. It was invoiited as a means for re- 
moving tape-worms. Its description is as 
follows: The affair is made Of platinum, 
and is about tho size of a small hazel-nut. 
It is spherical and hollow. In one side of it 
is cut an opening about tho diameter of an 
ordinary load-pencil, and within this is a 
setof springs somewhat after tho fashion 
of a mouso-trap. Behind tho loop which 
springs up to catch tho prospective victim 
is n tiny hook. 

" The patient is- supposed to fad for two 
days. This accomplished, the tape-worm 
becomes thin and wants some tiling to eat. 
Then is the time for tho operation. A little 
piece of clieeso is hung upon the hook with- 
in the trap, the springs are set, and after a 
silk thread has boon tied to a littlo hole in 
the end of tho trap, the latter is swallowed. 
The worm is supposed to be ready to take 
almost any thing. He encounters tho trap, 
and tho cheese becomes a rare opportunity 
to him. Ho sticks his head in through the 
littlo holo and fusses with tho cheese, 
when snap goes the trap, and master worm 
is caught about the head. 

"When two hours have elapsed the trap 
and its victim are slowly pulled up by 
moans of tho silk cord, and the monster of 
tho ;abdominal cavity is removed. I am 
not aware that many of these traps have 
beon used, inasmuch as tho tapo-worm 
lives not on solids, but simply upon ab- 
sorption. But the affair was a novel one for 
a physician to invent, and actually to get a 
patont upon.

ABOUT HOTEL "CHIPS." 

That Is tho Namn Given to Food That Is 
Lett Ovor. 

Tho steward of a big up-town hotel was 
chatting with a reporter a few days ago, 
says tho New York Times, when the lat ter 
innocently inquired: "What do you do with 
the stuff you do not eat?" 

"That," was the reply, "is something of a 
professional secret, but I know of no reason 
why it should remain so. The truth is, tho 
'chips,' as we term them, constitute a very 
considerable part of the hotel's income. 
There is not one of these bin places in town 
where the proprietors manage to figure so 
closely that there are not several hundreds 
of pounds of perfectly good fond left. over. 
Tho result is that every hotel tins a crowd 
of persons who may be called camp-follow- 
ers, for they answer quite the same descrip- 
tion as the great originals. Three times a 
week thoy come to me— as a rule on Tues- 
days, Thursdays and Saturdays - ami buy 
up the cooked meats that we have left over 
and which will not answer for pastry, 
stows, bashes, soups and the like. These 
they purchaso for a quarter of the original 
price. 

"Then, somo of the second-rate restaur- 
ants and some of the various eating-places 
along the Bowery stock-up and si ll the food 
purchased in this way, and which is, by the 
way, perfectly wholesome, for prices within 
tho reach of almost every oire. Thru, the 
waiters are allowed to carry home their 
suppers, which, by the way, often servo 
them for breakfast as well. The result of 
tins trade ill the 'chips' is that the hotel 
rarely throws any thing away save when it 
is absolutely worthless, and the saving in 
expense is groat/^

Tho presence in the city of professional 
burglars, adepts in their unlawful 
calling, was made an established fact yes- 
terday morning by the diBcovory that a 
skillful and systematic attempt to bur^- 
lari/.o the ollico of Mr. llonry Saunders, 
Johnson street, had boon mudo, early on 
Sunday morning, Tho plan of tho burg- 
lar or buiglars to blow up thu safo which 
contained in all between $800 and 
!?1,000, was well planned, and had tho 
safu boon of the ordinary thicknuss 
would doubtless havo boon successful. 
An entry was made, it is Buppoaod, at 
about two o'clock on Sunday morning; 
tho intruders scaling tho fonco from tho 
lane which runs along the sido of Mr. 
Smolder's establishment. Having gained 
admission to thu yard, tho back door, 
which was secured only with a holt, was 
easily pried open with a "jimmy," tho 
marks of which cmi still bo seen on the 
door. Between tho shed and the main 
store, another door, proved an obstacle 
easily overcome. 1 1 was fastened with a 
spring lock, from the inside; and it was 
but easy work from I ho outside to roach 
tho hand through ono of tho broken glass 
panels, and slide back tho catch. 
Once in the store, tho burglars evidently 
wont straight to business, The lights had 
all boon turned out, and the electric light 
which usually illuminates the front of the 
store had also ceased to shed its radiance 
through thu windows. There was no 
danger of being seen from tho street 
either by the police or passing pedestrians, 
and ao thu burglars had little foar of dis- 
covery. Thoy entered tho ollico and com- 
menced work upon tho safo, ono of Hall's, 
Cincinnati, manufacture. A hole was 
drilled through the sido, at about six 
inches from the floor and six inches from 
the front, just whore it would bo supposed 
it would como between the outside and 
inside doors. Then bags of oatmeal, placod 
irge sacks, were carried in from tho 
store and piled about tho safo, to doadon 
tho noise of an explosion. Dynamite was 
then placod in the hole drilled, and ex- 
ploded, but the result was not what had 
expected. The hole had been 
driven into instead of between tho 
loots of the safe and consequently had 
not tho ell'ect desired. Had the safe been 
of the ordinary thickness there is no doubt. 

ut that it would havo given way, but 
being a trifle thinner, thu would-be rob- 
bers were thrown out of their calcula- 
tions by about half an inch. After 
rummaging through tho store, without 
finding any money wdiich thoy could ap- 
propriate, the burglars loft presumably by 
the same way as thoy entered. Ono of 
Mr, Saunders' clerks was sleeping above 
tho store, but heard nothing of tho explo- 
sion, so well had all precautions been 
taken. The jar was felt and a slight, 
noise heard, however, in the Colonial Ho- 
tel, next door. The case was placed yes- 
terday in the hands of the police, who are 
doing their best to discover tho burglars. 
They are evidently old hands, cool and 
calculating, and thoroughly understand 
their business, although for onco they 
wore badly disappointed. 

THE JAPAN AND CHINA STEAM- 
SHIPS. 

To the Editor ; - I notice that tho Vic- 
toria press has no! given a fair and ac- 
curate account of the interview the Brit- 
ish Columbia members had with the Pre- 
mier on the subject of the Japan and 
China st eamers calling at Victoria inwards 
and outwards, and that the mainland 
members are wrongfully accused of being 
opposed to the viowB sot forth by the Is- 
land members. The facts of the case aro 
briefly these. Mr. Prior and myself 
placed questions almost simultaneously, 
with previous consultation, on the order 
paper about this service. Wo then in- 
dividually, without consultation, waited 
on the Posttnastor-Genernl, who told vis 
that the contract was made in England to 
suit the views of the postoffice depart- 
ment, and that he had nothing to do with 
it. A few days afterwards 1 mot Mr. 
Prior at t he Premier's residence and in 
speaking to him on the subject the Pre- 
mier overheard us and asked us what was 
the matter. I told him wo were much 
perplexed over the turn affairs had taken 
in the Pacific mail contract, and that we 
must have an interview with him. Subse- 
quently 1 wrote a note to Mr. Prior ask- 
ing hira to arrange a day mid hour when 
we could see tho Premier. Ho did so, 
and thoughtfully asked tho mainland 
members and Mr. Gordon to bo present. 
Senator Roid, Mr. Mara, Mr. Barnard, 
Mr. Prior and myself were present. Sen- 
ator Mclnnes and Mr. Chisholm, although 
not at the interview, have no objection to 
our contention and think it a fair and 
reasonable thing that tho steamers should 
call at Victoria. The other mainland 
members expressed no opinions at tho in- 
terview, but 1 know from their presence 
there that they fully endorsed all that 1 
said to and urged on the Premier. Mr. 
Barnard, the only ono wdio spoke bosides 
myself, urged that tho steamers should 
como to the wharf and allow all passen- 
gers desirous to land to do bo. Therefore, 
"honor to whom honor." 1 am happy to 
Bay, Mr. Editor, that sinco throo mem- 
bers of tho British Columbia dologation 
havo dropped out of the raco, soo- 
tional feeling lias almost, if not wholly 
disappeared,
